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NYHAVN 

“If you haven’t seen Nyhavn, you 
haven’t seen Copenhagen” - that’s 
what the Danes say! Sailors from all 
over the globe know straight-away 
what Nyhavn is! Nyhavn - New Ha¬ 
ven - is a rather special part of old 
Copenhagen. Situated by Kongens 
Nytorv, it’s a canal running down to¬ 
wards the port with old houses on 
both sides. Nyhavn is old - the canal 
was built in 1673, and the houses date 
mainly from the 18th century. It’s a 
sailors’ quarter with a Seaman’s 
Home and tattooshops. On the so-cal¬ 
led “noisy” side of the canal, porn 
shops, a jungle of bars, topless dis¬ 
cotheques, cafes and restaurants pre¬ 
vail. The atmosphere is distinctly 
drunken-sailorish, and on the rowdy 
side - but it is “real”. Apart from the 
odd passing burp, you’ll find the nati¬ 
ves very friendly! Nyhavn has also 
literary associations-H. C. Andersen 
wrote his first fairy tales at No. 20, in 
1835, and spent the last two years of 
his life at No. 18. The quieter side of 
Nyhavn, on the other side of the 
canal, with its bobbing boats, is also 
worth a look. Here there’s the 
Charlottenborg Palace - now an art 
gallery, some beautiful old houses, 
antique shops and restaurants.

Changing of the Guard 


When the Queen is in residence in Copenhagen - 
which is normally from November to April - the 
Royal Life Guard marches most days through 
the Old City to the tune of its own band to per¬ 
form the changing of the guard ceremony at 
Amalienborg Castle at 12 noon. 

The Guard leaves Rosenborg Castle (map 2/D2) 
at 11.30 am and marches along Gothersgade - 
N0rrevold - Frederiksborggade - Kpbmager- 
gade- Qstergade - Kongens Nytorv - Bredgade 
- Sankt Annae Plads - Amaliegade. 


After the changing of the guard ceremony in 
front of the Royal Palace - which is performed 
with full pomp and circumstance - the old guard 
return to Rosenborg Castle, still accompanied by 
the band - via Frederiksgade - Store Kongens- 
gade - Gothersgade. 

In the spring and autumn months there is chan¬ 
ging of the guard at the Queen’s residence at 
Fredensborg in North Zealand (map 4/B2). 
During August-September the Music Corps of 
the Royal Life Guard play every Thursday at 
11.30am in front of Rosenborg, Gothersgade.

Health Insurance 


Tourists are covered by public health insurance 
in Denmark within the limits of the agreements 
between their own country and Denmark. Nati¬ 
onals who are not mentioned below are not cove¬ 
red. However, hospital treatment is to a certain 
extent free of charge to all nationals. 

All employees and pensioners from the 
EEC-countries, and their families staying 
temporarily in Denmark are covered under insu¬ 
rance group 1 which entitles them to refunds of a 
considerable amount of doctors’, dentists’ and 
pharmacies’ bills. Other EEC nationals not inc¬ 
luded, apart from British nationals (see below). 
EEC form E-l 11 issued by the local authority in 
your home country or for British citizens U.K. 
passport to be shown to the doctor or pharmacy. 
Pharmacies will only demand payment of the 
amount not covered by the insurance. Doctors 
have a right to demand cash payment of their 
total fees, in these cases you must call on the 
nearest municipal or health insurance office to 
get a refund (see below). 

British nationals who are not employees or 
pensioners or their nearest relatives and 
Nordic members of national health insu¬ 
rance schemes are covered under group 2 
which entitles them to refunds to a somewhat 
li mited extent of doctors’, dentists’ and pharma¬ 
cies’ bills. A U.K. passport is sufficient proof of 
identity, Nordic nationals should produce their 
health insurance cards. 

Refunds are made at the nearest health insurance 
office, the tourist bureau will tell you where they 
are. Refunds should be applied for before you 
leave the country. If this is not possible or if you 
did not bring the necessary documents, you 
should contact your own authorities on arrival 
home.

First buses and S-trains start at 5am weekdays 
and 6am Sundays. Last services leave the city 
centre at about 12.30am, after which buses run at 
reduced frequency and on a limited network until 
2.30am. S-trains don’t run at all after 12.30am.

Office, travel agencies, hotels, banks etc.

Copenhagen Transport 


A joint zone fare system embraces all buses in 
Metropolitan Copenhagen and North Zealand as 
well as some private railway routes in the area 
(whose boundaries stretch beyond the area co¬ 
vered by map 4) but not S-trains or other Danish 
State Railway trains. Bus drivers can supply you 
with timetables and with a brochure explaining 
details about the zone fare system in English and 
German. 

Tickets or discount tokens (poletter) can be bou¬ 
ght from the bus driver, please always have mo¬ 
ney, tickets or token ready on boarding by the 
front entrance and tell the driver where you want 
to go. He will then give you the right ticket. 

A so-called Basic Ticket (grundbillet) entitles 
you to one hour's travelling and unlimited trans¬ 
fers within the zone you started your journey in 
as well as in adjacent zones. Price 2 Dkr. or 1 
G-token, 8 G-tokens: 12 Dkr. 

Supplementary Tickets (tilUegsbilletter) entitle 
you to travel outside the zones covered by the 
Basic Ticket (issued as one ticket). Price I Dkr. 
or 1 T-token per additional zone, 12 T-tokens 
cost 9 Dkr. 

The maximum rate is Basic plus 6 Supp. Tickets 
= 8 Dkr. or 4 G-tokens (1 G-token = 2 T-tokens) 
operative in an area stretching from Kpge in the 
south or Roskilde in the west to Elsinore or Hun- 
dested in the north. 

Children under 12 years travel at half price (min. 
1 Dkr. = 1 T-token) - under 5 years free. 




Trains 


An electrified metropolitan railway network 
connects the city centre with the outskirts at 
an interval of 10 to 20 minutes (map overleaf). 
Timetables available at all stations. 

Tickets can be bought at stations and must be 
stamped in automatic machines on the platform 
before boarding the train. Return tickets to and 
from stations outside the central traffic area (see 
map) must be stamped again before returning. 
Passengers without valid stamped tickets run the 
risk of being fined a minimum of 50 Dkr. 

A so-called Urban Ticket (bybanebillet) entitles 
you to one hour’s travel and unlimited transfers 
within the central traffic area. Price 2 Dkr. - 4 
discount tickets (bybanebilletter) cost 6 Dkr. 
Supplementary fare for journey s outside the cen¬ 
tral city area: maximum rate 11 Dkr. (Copenha- 
gen-Hillerpd). Children under 12 years travel 
half price, children under 4 years of age travel 
free.

If you are driving a car 


Remember speed limits, 60 km/30 miles per 
k hour in built-up areas, 90 km/56 miles on high 
1 roads and 110 km/69 miles per hour on motor¬ 
ways. 

A bus leaving a bus stop has right of way, and 
remember to avoid driving in the special bus 
[. lanes which exist in many streets. 

Give way to traffic from the right - but not at 
roundabouts. 

Watch out for cyclists on the road and pedestri¬ 
ans at crossings. Slow down as you approach a 
crossing. You must not park or pass another car 
at a crossing. 

Note stopping and parking limits - and respect 
them. See parking regulations below. 

Never drive if you are under the influence of 
alcohol or medicine. Penalties are severe, even 
when no damage is caused. 

Many streets in the city centre are closed or 
one-way only. It is wiser to use buses, S-trains or 
taxis when downtown. 

Note that petrol is sold by the litre, one litre 
equals 0,22 gallons, and one gallon 4.54 litre. 

If your car breaks down, look in the classified 
telephone directory under Automobilrcparation 
(the red one, column 566) or call Ftilck - phone 
(01) 15 18 08 -day and night. 

If the trouble cannot be remedied on the spot 
Falck will tow your car to the nearest open gara¬ 
ge, charging a fee, of course. 

Drivers are reminded that it is obligatory for 
drivers and front seat passengers to wear safety 
belts whilst driving in Denmark. 

Parking 


Note the difference between stopping and par¬ 
king. Read time limits - and respect them. 
Stopforbud means that you must not stop at all or 
still less remain stationary. Parkering forbudt 
means simply No parking, but a time limit (usu¬ 
ally during office hours) may be indicated. 
Datostop or Datoparkering means stopping or 
parking is allowed only on one side of the street - 
even numbers on even numbered dates and odd 
numbers on odd numbered dates. 

Remember that parking is not permitted on or in 
front of zebra-crossings, exits, fire hydrants or 
at bus stops. Unless indicated parking on pave¬ 
ments, sidewalks etc. is also forbidden. 
Unlawful parking can at worst cause the police 
to tow your car away, in which case you will 
have to pay towing charges, garage fee and pos¬ 
sibly a fine. 

Do not leave valuables in your car - or at least 
only in the luggage locker, never in the glove 
compartment, even if it is locked.

Up and Down 
Christianshavn Canal 

Take bus number 2, 8 or 9 to Chri¬ 
stianshavn Torv (Christianshavn 
Square), the starting point for this 
walk (map 2/G5). 

Christianshavn (Christian’s Harbour 
or Haven), on the island of Amager, 
was founded in 1618 by the Danish 
“roi soled”, King Christian IV. 
Dutch architects were responsible for 
the original building of Christians¬ 
havn, hence the distinctly Amster- 
dam-ish atmosphere which prevails in 




the quarter - especially down by the 
canals. From Christianhavn Square, 
with its distinctive Greenlandic sta¬ 
tues, cross Torvegade to Overgaden 
Oven Vandet. Note here the old 
warehouse with their hoists, and the 
elegant, narrow, town houses. The at¬ 
mosphere along the busy canal is live¬ 
ly, the cafes full of typical beer-drink¬ 
ing Christianhavners. Turning right 
into Skt. Annaegade, you’ll come to 
Our Saviour’s Church. The church is 
generally open on weekdays - on Sa¬ 
turday afternoons and Sundays, 
though, church services often prevent 
access. Our Saviour’s Church was 
built in 1682 in baroque style. It yas an 
unusual altar designed by the Swedish 
architect Tessin the Younger, a lovely 
baptismal font and a beautiful carved 
organ. The tower with its unique spi¬ 
ral staircase dates from a later period. 
The tower is surmounted by a gilded 
globe and a figure of Christ carrying a 
banner. 

Now walk back to the canal, crossing 
Snurrebo (The Whirring Bridge) to 
the other side, which is known as 
Overgaden Neden Vandet. On this 
side of the canal the houses have 
charming old portals, doorways and 
courtyards. On returning to Torvega¬ 
de, cross over to the other side and 1 
continue until you come to No. 11, 
Heeling Court. It is in this impressive 
Patrician town house that Cherry 
Heering, that delicious Danish liquer, 
has been bottled down the ages. Re¬ 
turn to Torvegade and walk now 
along the opposite side, Overgaden 
Oven Vandet, until you come to No. 
10, Potters’ Court, better known as 
Brpste’s. In this typical old Chri- 
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An enchanting view of the 
design and originality of 
world famous Rosenthal 
porcelain.

stianshavn building, there is an in¬ 
teresting little museum, a fine inner 
courtyard, and here Br0ste’s distingu¬ 
ished antique shop is housed. A 
browse round Brpste’s antique shop 
is to be recommended. Coming out of 
Brpste’s, you can either return to Chri- 
stianshavn Square and catch a bus 
back into Copenhagen, or, turning left 
on Overgaden Oven Vander, walk, 
towards the old ramparts. Christians- 
havn’s ramparts were built in the 17th 
century. It was thanks to them that 
Copenhagen proudly withstood the 
Swedish siege of the city in 1659. Like 
other rampart areas in Copenhagen, 
they now serve as public parks. From 
the top of the ramparts you look over 
the moat - now a lake - to Amager 
Boulevard. Walking south along the 
path skirting the base of the ramparts, 
you eventually cross a bridge over the 
moat to Amager Boulevard, where 
buses number 30, 32,33 or 35 will take 
you back to Town Hall Square and the 
city centre. Otherwise you can walk 
moth along the ramparts to Langebro 
(Long Bridge), and thence make your 
way down H. C. Andersens Boule¬ 
vard to Town Hall Square - a 15 minu¬ 
tes’ walk.

The Old City 

This walk starts from R&dhuspladsen 
(Town Hall Square-map 2/C4). Walk 
past Palace Hotel and turn left into 
I avendelstraede. In the house of the 
corner of Lavendelstraede and He- 
sicmpllestraede, Mozart’s widow li¬ 
ved with her second husband, a Dan¬ 
ish diplomat by the name of Nissen. 
The facades of the houses in Heste- 
mollestraede (Horse Mill Street) and 
< iasegade (Goose Street) are of inte¬ 
rest Many of the houses have old gab¬ 
le and hoists (G&segade 1). You now 
i ame to Vandkunsten (Water Artifi¬ 
ce) a charming old 17th century 
square where Copenhagen’s first wa¬ 
le i pipes were laid. This area is full of 
inviting restaurants, pavement cafes 
and shops. Cross R&dhusstraede 
( Ibwn Hall Street). Going left you 
eventually come to Gammeltorv (Old 
"Square) and Nytorv (New Square) - 
now one big square. The Law Courts 
Building in the square used to be Co¬ 
penhagen’s Town Hall before the pre¬ 
sent Victorian Town Hall was built 
( i•>ssing directly over R&dhusstraede, 
vv» enter Magstraede (Leisure Street), 
a typical old cobbled Copenhagen 
st i ret, with, on your right, some of the 
city’s oldest buildings. No. 17 and 
No 19 are supposedly the oldest 
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houses in Copenhagen. Opposite 
them - in No. 14 - is “Huset” (“The 
House”) - a hive of activity and a 
popular rendes-vouz for the young ol 
all ages and nationalities. Here, under 
one roof, are assembled a jazz club, 
an “alternative” restaurant, an 
avant-garde cinema, bars, a cabaret 
and a theatre. There’s always somet¬ 
hing going on in “Huset” - so have a 
look in! Continuing down Magstraede, 
you cross Knabrostraede into Snare- 
gade (Snare Street). These streets 
have great charm. Note the elegant 
facades of some of the houses. The 
street names in this area tell their own 
story - there’s Hyskenstraede for in¬ 
stance (Lavatory Street), and Bad-; 
stuestraede (Bath Street). In former 
times these two streets housed the ci¬ 
ty’s public conveniences and public 
baths. Snaregade has a lot to offer - a 
house with fascinating and rare con¬ 
vex window panes, interesting inte¬ 
rior courtyards and news, and dinky 
art galleries. The portal of No. 4 amu¬ 
singly relates, in pictures, the history 
of all its onetime inhabitants, mentio¬ 
ning the great fire of 1728 which des-l 
troyed much of Old Copenhagen. 
Snaregade leads onto Gammel 
Strand, and now we’re back down by 
the canal. Georg Carstensen, the 19th 
century founder of Tivoli Gardens, li¬ 
ved here at No. 40. By Hpjbro (High 
Bridge), a statue of a fishwife marks 
the spot where Copenhagen’s colou¬ 
rful fishwives still come every mor¬ 
ning to sell their wares, as they have 
done on this very quayTor centuries 
now. The square opposite the quay is 
Hpjbro Plads (map 2/E3), with its im¬ 
posing statue of Absalon, Archbishop

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Slotsholmen (Castle Island) 
and Christiansborg Palace 

We start this walk from Hpjbro Plads 
(map 2/E3), with its statue of bishop 
Absalon, the founder of Copenhagen. 
Legend has it that it was at this very 
spot that Absalon tethered his horse, 
and, gazing across the little harbour to 
Slotsholmen (Castle Island), decided 
to found the city in 1167. Copenhagen 
was at that time little more than a tiny, 
insignificant harbour. Absalon built a 
fortress on the island, and thus laid 
the foundation for what was later to 
become Scandinavia’s largest metro¬ 
polis. 

Standing by the statue today, you 
look directly over to Slotsholmen, 
dominated by Christiansborg Palace, 
the seat of the Dansish Parliament. 
Christiansborg also houses the Dan¬ 
ish Foreign Ministery, the Supreme 
Court and Royal Reception Rooms. 
The nearest building, just over Hpj- 
bro (High Bridge), is the neo-classical 
Christiansborg Palace Chapel, all that 
remains of the original castle which 
was burnt down. To the right of the 
Chapel, the yellow building houses 
the Museum and Mausoleum of 
Thorvaldsen, the great 19th century 
Danish sculptor. Looking left beyond 
Christiansborg, you should be able to 


make out the Stock Exchange build¬ 
ing (map 2/F4), a magnificent piece 
of Dutch renaissance architecture, 
built by King Christian IV around the 
year 1640. Of speciel interest is the 
building’s unusual and intricate twist¬ 
ing spire consisting of four intertwi¬ 
ned dragon-tails. Crossing over the 
bridge to Slotsholmen, you approach 
the forecourt of Christiansborg Pala¬ 
ce. In the large area in front of the 
place, there is a statue of King Frede- 
rik VII, who, by renouncing the abso¬ 
lute powers of the Dansish monarchy, 
paved the way for Denmark’s democ¬ 
ratic constitution in 1849. It is from 
the balcony facing the statue, that 
Margrethe II was proclaimed Queen 
ofDenmark in 1972, on the death of 
her father, King FrederiklX. Directly 
opposite Christiansborg, over the ca¬ 
nal, can be seen Holmens Church, the 
Royal Chapel and Naval Church, built 
in 1619. Turning right, we come to 
Parliament Court. The steps to the 
right lead into the Danish Parliament- 
the “Folketing”. The foundations of 
the present Chri¬ 

stiansborg Palace were laid in 
1906-1907. There have been many 
other palaces on the site since Absa¬ 
lon’s time. The Royal Family lived at 
Christiansborg until 1794. Today the 
Royal Family lives in Amalienborg 
Palace (map 2/G2). Opposite the Fol¬ 
keting, over the courtyard, you go 
through an archway to the Royal Li¬ 
brary Gardens. Through the charming 
and restful gardens with the statue of 
philosopher Spren Kirkegaard, you 
reach the Royal Library, an important 
place of study for scholars. Returning 
to Parliament Court through the car- 
dens, you can visit the Royal Arsenal 
Museum (Tpjhusmuseet) in the cou¬ 
rtyard (open daily from lpm-4pm, 
Suns, from 10am-4pm). Crossing Par¬ 
liament Court diagonally to the left, 
you reach the southern side of Chri¬ 
stiansborg, with its arcades, stables,] 
and an extensive open area used for 
riding practice. Entering Christians-j 
borg from this side you can gain aci 
cess to the old medieval ruins of the 
original palace. To visit the Palace’s 
Royal Reception Rooms and the Fol- 
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keting, enter from the west (Parli¬ 
ament Court). Christiansborg can be 
visited daily, except Mondays. The 
equestrian statue on the southern side 
l C hristiansborg by the riding ground 
upresents Danish King Christian IX 
(IS 18-1906), who was nicknamed 
ihe father-in-law of all Europe”, as 
one of his daughters, Alexandra, mar- 
i icd Edward VII to become Queen of 
l ngland, another, Dagmar, became 
i he Tsarina of Russia, and one of his 
“iis became King George of Greece.

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With its over 2000 restaurants Copen¬ 
hagen has a lot to offer the gourmet! 
The high point of Danish food culture 
is surely the cold table - det store 
kolde bord - a buffet arrangement 
with a large variety of hot and cold 
fish and meat dishes. Here sm0rre- 
br0d - open sandwiches, the great 
Danish speciality - also plays a domi¬ 
nant role. Danish open sandwiches 
are buttered (mostly on rye or French 
bread) with meat, fish (herring is a 
classic, available in many different 
succulent forms)/vegetables, cheese, 
and generally - according to local cu¬ 
stom - washed down with a glass of 
incomparable Danish beer and an 
ice-cold snaps (Danish aquavit) as a 
chaser - a major Danish pastime! 
Nearly all restaurants and most cafes 
and pubs have a selection of sm0rre- 
br0d. Prices vary from 5-20 Dkr. each 
- although shellfish sandwiches and 
other more exotic specialities can cost 
considerably more. Top class estab¬ 
lishments will have a greater range of 
sm0rrebr0d and a more impressive 
cold table - and prices are accordingly 
higher. Lunch in Denmark generally 
starts early at noon, lasting until about 
2pm. 

Dinner - 6-8pm normally, in many 
places later - costs around 60 Dkr. per 
head in the better establishments but 
if you stick to dagens ret - the day’s 



speciality - which consists of 2-3 cou¬ 
rses, this can be had in more modest 
places for around 30-40 Dkr. In recent 
years Copenhagen has seen a boom in 
new restaurants, particularly foreign 
ones, and now boasts Chinese res¬ 
taurants (in abundance), vegetarian 
and kosher restaurants, French, 
Greek, Balkan, Italian and even an 
Indian restaurant. Pizzerias have be¬ 
come a fad and pop up all over the 
place, particularly in the Old City. 
Whatever you choose, you should be 
able to eat well in Copenhagen, the 
only problem being deciding where to 
go. To guide you in this we have grou¬ 
ped together some of Copenhagen’s 
restaurants and eating places - the list 
is far from comprehensive - according 
to their atmosphere, characteristics 
and degree of pretention in the follo¬ 
wing restaurant guide. Using this 
simple guide you should be able to 
find what you’re looking for.

This name is still preser¬ 
ved today by the ” Danish Vio- 
lon-Bande”, which is to give three 
Baroque concerts in B0rsen - Copen¬ 
hagen’s magnificent Bourse or Stock 
Exchange building - at 8pm on the 
8th, 12th and 22nd of this month. The 
original ‘violon-bande” held offices 
at the court of the King, an honour not 
accorded to the bane of today, al¬ 
though they have performed for 
Queen Margrethe recently at Ege- 
skov Castle on Funen. The Danish 
Violon-Bande play on original in¬ 
struments from the Baroque period - 
or copies - to ensure that it recreates 
the authentic sound of that age. The 
Violon-Bande is an international en¬ 
semble and has given concerts abro¬ 
ad. This autumn the ensemble is to go 
on a concert tour of Sweden and Hol¬ 
land. At the concerts in Bprsen, the 
band will perform vocal and instru¬ 
mental works of Telemann, Biber, 
Purcell and Handel. Tickets for these 
fascinating Baroque concerts can be 
obtained through your hotel hall por¬ 
ter or CITY BILLETBUREAU.

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SHOPPING IN COPENHAGEN 



Copenhagen is a many-sided shop¬ 
ping city which has much more to of¬ 
fer than most people imagine. One of 
the things which makes Copenhagen 
so attractive to the shopper is that you 
can do the whole thing on foot. The 
area around Strpget with its side stre¬ 
ets and picturesque little squares 
abounds in shops offering the best qu¬ 
ality and the greatest variety in Da¬ 
nish design - there is everything on 
show from porcelain, glassware and 
jewellery to furniture, fashion and 
children’s toys. Danish design appe¬ 
ars in both traditional and modern sty¬

work. You’ll find good, genuine eve¬ 
ryday practical things in clay and sto¬ 
neware. Danish glassware is also 
worth investigating. As in the other 
Scandinavian countries, we have a 
tradition for glassware blown by 
mouth and the last few years have 
witnessed a great revival in 
glass-blowing, largely by young craft¬ 
smen experimenting with both glass 
for everyday use, and artistic glass- 
sculpturing.

Our best contemporary designers and 
artists have left their mark on the sil¬ 
ver trade too, and in many dealers you 
will find an extensive selection of cut¬ 
lery, dishes, bowls and jugs in both 
classic and modem design.
